| 


Industrial Education,” 
BEFORE THE TECHNOLOGICAL SCHOOL. 


It Was a Notable and Brilliant Bffort—A 
Crowd Listened to Its 
Delivery Last W ednesday. 


Mr. President, Ladies and Gentlemen— 
It would be an honor at any time to deliv- 
er the annual addiess at the commencement 
exercises of the Georgia School of Tech- 
nology, but at this peculiar crisis in its af- 
fairs, when the state must soon be asked to 
aid in rebuilding and equipping its destroy- 
ed temple of industry, I esteem it a special 
privilege to stand on the vantage ground 
of this platform and «se ge not only to the 
audience here assembled, but, if I could, 
to the whole people of seorgia of the wis- 
dom and the duty of supplying to this in- 
stitution whatever funds are necessary to 
its successful economical administration. 

The relations of the state to advanced in- 
dustrial education is a subject that calls 
for the most careful study. If we content 
ourselves with the repetition of trite say- 
ings and superficial commonplaces we need 
not expect to make much progress in Win- 
ning converts; but if we demonstrate the 
truth that our cause is founded in justice 
and in political wisdom, then we may con- 
fidently look to see it win its way In every 
conflict of argument and finally become 
firmly fixed in the minds and hearts of the 


people. ; 

When individuals enter into the social 

lation of .government the most rational 

asis of its authority is found in the prop- 
osition that every one yields so much of his 
natural rights as is necessary to maintain 
social order and thus preserve those natural 
rights of himself and his fellows that have 
been retained. It is in this sense that 
government is properly said, to derive its 
powers from the consent of the governed. 

It is therefore clear from the essential na- 
ture of the relation between the government 
and the citizen that as sogjetics: develop 
there is a continual play of two’ opposing 
forces. One draws toward the center, 
the other away from the center. One mag- 
nifies the state, the other the man. One 

ints to socialism, the other to individual- 

m. The one unchecked leads on to despot- 
ism, the other unchecked leads on to an- 
archy. Just as the planet which sweeps 
with harmonious movement around the sun 
would, according as its centripetal or cen- 
trifugal force were given unresisted sway, 
plunge into that ceutral burning mass or 
swing off into boundless space. To keep 
these forces of social action in even play, 
to preserve their proper balance in order 
that the highest good may follow not only 
for the present, but for future years, is 
the great foundation problem of statesman- 
ship. After all the lessons of history its 
solution still vexes the heart of the patriot, 
and taxes the intellect of the philosopher. 

What shall the individual do for him- 
self? What shall the state do for the in- 
dividual? What power of restraint or 
compulsion shall the citizen give 
to the government ? What - lib- 
erty of action or non-action 
shall the government leave to the citizen? 
These are vital questions reduced to their 
ultimate simplicity. The proper answer 
ing of them requires the best thought of 
the ablest minds versed deepest in the his- 
tory and science of social development. 

Fon young gentlemen, fresh from your 
mathematics, are aware that as you in- 
crease the number of your unknown quan- 
tities in a problem the more difficult its 
solution becomes. You must then | have 
more equations and higher powers result- 
ing in accumulating complications. If this 
be true in the exact science of mathemat- 
ics, consider how much more complex must 
be the problem when it deals with human 
feelings and actions—quantities that are 
subjéct only to the certainty of mora} reas- 
oning. In that wide field of investigation 
our conclusions must of necessity rest upon 
generalizations that are seldpm without 
exceptions. And the conclusion, you know, 
can never be more certain than the premise 
from which it is drawn. In fact the whole 
office of perfect logic is exhausted.in rais- 
ing the conclusion to the certainty of the 
weakest premise. Beyond that point the 

nius of Aristotle or of Lord Bacon or of 

ir William Hamilton can avail nothing. 

Another perplexing difficulty in the way 
of wise legislation lies in the fact that every 
social force or governmental scheme that 
is put into operation is likely to have an 
indirect and ultimate consequence that is 
often more pronounced for good or evil 
than the direct and- proximate result it 
was designed to have. metimes the most 
unwise legislation springs from the best of 
motives. The immediate effects intended 
are all good. The final results obtained 
may be all bad. 

If your. physician in order to cure you of 
a temporary headache should administer a 
medicine that paralyzed a whole system 
of muscles in your body, you would not be 
expected to trust yourself to his care again. 
But such doctors frequently pre- 
acribe for the body politic. A 
statesman of a few weeks’ reading and a 
few hours’ thought will, in the hope of re- 
lieving a present necessity, formulate some 
new scheme that would ultimately upturn 
the whole system of government on which 
the liberty and happiness of the people 
depend. The shorter his sight, the bolder 
hig advocacy. He never hesitates, because 
he never doubts. He never doubts, be- 
cause he seldom thinks. Let us accept the 
truth that there is a science of natural 
causation in social development, with lines 
more or less distinctly- defined, and 
ventute the a&sertion that there has never 

h a great constructive mind in govern- 
mental affairs that was not, whether 
learned or unlearned, whether conscious of 
it or not, deeply grounded in the principles 
of that science. 

Such wisdom is not always associated 
with the learning of the books nor with 
the finer accomplishments of life. I have: 
read somewhere that a Grecian statesman 
Was once unpleasantly reminded that he 
was not a good musician like his rival for 
popular favor. He replied: “It is ‘true I 
Ho not know how to fiddle, but I do know 
how to build up a great city.” 

As in art and religion, and in all similar 
subjects, so in political science there have 
grown up different schools of thought, and 
consequently opposing parties, based upon

ancestors fought to narrow the domain of 
ing wer and to enlarge the sphere of in- 
dividual liberty.

Logically speaking, they are now com- 
mitted in advance. To those who belo 
to the school of individualism I woul 
submit a few thoughts for consideration in 
the’ confident belief that we,are also en- 
titled to their endorsement, and that we 
Will gain their active co-operation. 

Just here let me call your attention to @ 
striking historical coincidence. the 
early days of our own republic Alexander 
Hamilton was the representative of cen-. 
tralism and accordingly we are not sur 
prised that he map out the plans for the 
establishment of the National Military 
academy at West Point, _ On the other 
hand Thomas Jefferson was the hen 
apostle of state rights and individualism. 

ut remember that he founded the Uni- 
versity of Virginia by state aid and in his 
after life deemed that work no less glori- 
ous than writing the declaration of inde 
pendence, So that each of these great ex- 
emplars of opposing political doctrines 
gave the endorsement of his name and 
fame to higher education by the state. 

The controlling question with the legisia- 
tor should be not what course would be 
in the abstract, the best? but what course 
is the wisest under the conditions that en- 
viron him? The abstract truth of ideal 
perfection is of little practical value ex- 
cept as it throws light on the actual situa- 
tion. Bellamy in his “Looking Backward 
pictures a paradise on earth constructed 
on theories of what man ought to be. 
But inasmuch as man is constitutionally: 
and essentially different from what Bella- 
my assumes he ought to be, his beautiful 
castle in the air can be of no real service 
to those who build with wisdom out of ma- 
terials that exist around them. Facts 

our masters. We must obey 
them. There is nothing in the whole 
realm of thought more despotic. Excepting, 
perhaps, questions of morals, we might lay 
down the rule that one’s environment 
should always determine his course of ac- 
tion. To illustrate? 
If Rome had reached the*highest pitch 
of prosperity possible to her as a republic 
anf, the forces of internal dissolution could: 
not be destroyed, but only held in check 
for a period and if that could be accom- 
plished only by one supreme arm—if such 
conditions confron him, then Caesar 
was a patriot when he crossed the Rubicon. 

If the elements that wrought the downfall 
of Charles the First could be mastered and 
turned to future good only by an _ iron 
hand, then’ Cromwell was not a_ traitor 
but a true lover of his country and richly 
merits the praise’ of rugged old Carlyle 
who says: “He stood bare—not cased’ it 
euphemistic coat of mail; he grappled ine 
a. giant face to face, heart to heart wi 
the naked truth of things.” —< oe 

But he who is unhappily compelled to de 
cide such momentous questions must do 
so at his peril. Well may poor human 
nature with self in the wavering balance 
look up to heaven and in a spirit of revet- 
ence that Pilate should have felt, ask of 
that same great Judge: What is the truth} 

Now let us briefly inquire what are some 
of the special conditions surrounding us 
that make it politically wise for our state 
to - advanced industrial educa- 
tion | 

In the first place, our government, state 
and national, is, in its nature, that of a 
free republic. The people are the source 
of authority and power, not only in the 
theoretical abstractions of philosophers, 
but in the actual workings of the govern- 
ment. Legally qualified citizens exercise 
the right of the ballot, and choose those 
who shall, for given periods, execute the 
public trust of public office. So that ig- 
norance, on the part of the people, is utterly 
inconsistent with the genius of our govern- 
ment. There is no possible political al- 
echemy by which the universal suffrage of 
universal ignorance can generate political 
wisdom to guide aright the destiny of a 
state. The people must be educated to 
some reasonable extent, and experience ab- 
solutely proves that no power less than 
the state can supply the needful facilities 
for this reasonable education. 

Public education of a general character 
is now for all practical purposes an estab- 
lished part of the governmnet of every 
state of our union. ‘The system has, of 
course, its defects and is liable to abuse. 
But when public money is appropriated with- 
in reasonable limits to public education and 
is expended with honesty and frugality that 
money, to state the climax of the truth, 
is put to its highest economic use. In no 
other way can the state get so much for a 
dollar, | | 

Georgia is indeed to be congratulated on 
the vast. strides she has made in recent 
years in supplying the means of education 
to her children. And when her chief exee 
utive gives largely of his time and talents 
to the advancement of that noble cause 
I- cannot but think that the good people of 
Georgia regard him as a worthy object of 
their love and admiration, and in no sense 
a fit subject vad the doggerel verse of a 
sneering poetaster. 

If 6ur argument holds good as to general 
education by reason of its imparting knowl- 
edge that better enables us to charge 
our duties as ballot-casting citizens, how 
much more forcibly it must ype ls indus 
trial education which, in addition, enables 
the citizen. more surely to earn his liveli- 
hood and directly increases the wealth-pro- 
ducing workers of the state. From the 
standpoint of political economy sur educa- 
tion of the past is open-to the criticism that 
the course of studies prescribed by usage 
and custom was not that course which was 
most needful and useful. Our leading edw 
cators now recognize this fact and are dil- 
igently .striving, for, the. remedy.. _ Among 
those who have, grasped larger view 
of the situation “‘and~eagerty bent ‘their en- 
ergies to conserve the best interests of all 
the people, the farmers and mechanics as 
well as the’ doctors* and lawyers, the busi- 
ness men as well as the professional men,

Pulque, Adobes, Burros, Mountains, 
Vales, Rivers and Strange People, 
The Beautiful Valley of Laja, 


Y mind was in a receptive 
mood, willing, impartial 
and as nearly as I could 
control it, blank as to 
Mexico—thus I left At 
lanta in May to visit our 
great southwestern neigh- 
bor. Many friends wished 
me bon voyage, and occa- 
sionally one would beg me 
to remember him “when in 
the halls of the Montezu- 
mas.” Perhaps this last 
vague expression repre 
gents all of Mexico to the average man 
and he plumes himself that he knows some 
history—at least Mexican history. 

The trip to the Mexican border is well 
worth a fair description, crossing the ter 
of the gulf states and including in the route 
meen rome 4 Mobile, New Orleans, Hous- 
ton, Antonio “~ Laredo. Only a 
running account can be given. 

I saw the Mississippi river for the first 
time. Great, grand old river! Its waters 
were higher than they had been for some 
years. During the night unprecedented 
rains had fallen in the vicinity of the city, 
and 1 found the streets filled with mud 
and water and the citizens excited over con- 
tinued rains and unauthenticated rumors 
that the levees above the city were break- 
ing. 1 am sorry this combination of cir- 
cumstances forced me through tbe city, al- 
though anxious to stop over and see it. 
We were transferred across the river by 
ferry boat to the depot of the Southern Pa- 
cific railroad. Some twenty or thirty miles 
out of the city the country was covered 
with overflowing waters, as well as stand- 
ing water, from the last night’s rains. All 
along the levees were watching men and 
many at work strengthening weak places. 
About 9:30 o’clock we passed into a beau- 
tiful, level country, fertile and productive. 
On either side of the railroad are rich plan- 
tations, magnificent fields of corn, cotton, 
sugar cane and rice, fruits of all kinds and 
every vegetable, beautiful stock farms, ex- 
tensive cattle and sheep ranches and pro- 
ductive country unsurpassed in the world. 

the morning in one of the streams 
near the railroad I saw an alligator, a 
fine specimen, a sign of the tropics so near 
at hand. Between this and the gulf, a dis- 
tance of a few miles, all the rich and varied 
tropical fruits are cultivated successfully. 
rly in the morning we arrived at San 
Antonio, Tex. I regret very much not see- 
ing Texas between Beaumont and this place, 
a distance of 300 miles, as it is a very fine 
part of the state. Leaving San Antonio 
at 9:55 o’clock a. m., we arrived at Laredo, 
the border of Mexico, at 4:55 o’clock p. m., 
a distance of 154 miles, over the Internation- 
al and Great Northern. Nothing of much 
interest along the whole route. A een 
field of corn occasionally. but mostly plains, 
dry and parched by a scorching sun after a 
long drought. Very few cattle, as all had 
been driven_into Indian Territory, in order 
to get good green grass. I noticed for the 
first time, little crosses erected where some 
Mexican had lost his life. In one grave- 
iy I saw a large cross, and on it a cruci- 
ed figure representing our Savior. 

Immediately on my arrival I went to the 
banks of the Rio Grande river, the Bravo 
Del Norte of the Mexicans. My mind was 
filled with all the pictures of scene im- 
agined during my school days; the great 
river that separated our country from 
Mexico, the deeds of daring done on or 
near its banks. It was to be an event in 
my life, to cross an international boundary 
and leaving my Own country to see a 
foreign land for the first time. I must 
gay I was somewhat disappointed, 
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for before me, between two high’ precipitous 
banks, was a small, narrow aullow. mud- 
dy stream. The drought of the past year 
in this part of the country had reduced its 
waters to their least size. We went across 
the river into Mexico. Here the custom 
house officers went through our baggage. 
A red box containing collars and cuffs and 
a bottle of medicine was questioned, but 
a politely and pleasantly. After tLe ex- 
amination by the officers, we started on our 
long journey for the City of Mexico, over the 
Mexican National railroad. .. 

From Laredo to Garcia, a distance of 
nearly two hundred miles, was gpa over 
at night, missing some beautiful scenery, 

articularly Montere and its vicinity. 

e hot springs of Topo Chico are near 
here, famous to Mexico long before our 
Arkansas hot springs were discovered. We 
are following the same road taken by the 

erican army in 1847. 

After we passed Garcia this crisp, bright 
morning, I was dressed early and on the rear 
platform, enjoying the grand scenery. Now 
we are in a lovely valley, through which is 
dashing the little Rio San Juan, with its 

bbly bottom and pure crystal water. The 


irds are singing their early morning songs, 


particularly our own favorite southern song- 
ster, the egy © bird; his madrigal makes 
the’ air about him a quivering melody. I 
taw coveys of quail, among them the proud 
erect California quail, with his beautiful 
crest. All along the banks of the little 
stream were Mexicans dressed in their bright 
colors, with their little scythe blades cutting 
the wheat, now full ripe. A magnificent en- 
gine drawing a train of cars is io me one of 
the grandest works of man, but now our 
engine and train are but atoms as we fol- 
low the passageway cut by the hand of God 
Himself from the towering mountains. Up 
uP, higher, higher, you can hardly tell 
where the summits end and the blue sky be- 
gins. Sometimes to relieve the grandeur 
and add to the picturesqueness droves of 
Mexican sure-footed ponies can be seen feed- 
ing way up on the sides of the precipices. 
Each turn and curve brings a view more 
ee and gasp — we reach a 
plateau on whic are large orchards 
tropical fruits. - = 
e reach Saltillo, the capital of Coahuila, 
a beautiful plage noted for its good wine 
and beautiful zerapes. Here we take break- 
fast, the first meal in Mexico—a very 
one—partly Mexican and partly American, 
as the restaurant is owned by the railroad. 
Now, for the first time, I see the Mexican 
in his native home.

A few miles from here we cross the 
Tropic of Cancer and pass into the torrid 
zone. Near the track is a large sign on 
which is printed ‘Tropico de Cancer, Zona 
Torrido,’ erected by the railroad so that 
the passengers can see the exact line and 
time of crossing. be 

We pass Bocos, and near it one of the 
finest haciendas in this country, a home as 
imposing as an old English manor, with well 
appointed outbuildings, its groves of trees, 
walled garden, covered in profusion with 
fruits and flowers, magnificent fields of 
corn and pepper, all irrigated by streams 


flowing from fine springs up near the sum- 


mit of the mountain. Here, for the first 
time, the Mexicans offered to sell us some 
of their native drink, pulque, taken from 
the wonderful maguey lant, which 
we call century plant. t is a very 
healthy drink, but, to my taste, not a desira- 
ble one. It reminds me very much of liq- 
uid yeast. All Mexicans drink it. It is 
drawn by means of a gourd from the center 
of the plant. The natives prepare a kind 
the maguey plant, they 
call it mescal and seem very fond of it, [ 
did not try any. This plant also furnishes 
food and clothes. The tender joints, when 
properly prepared, make a good dish for 
the table. Garments are made from the 
leaves. The fiber is easily decorticated and 
when woven thé product is a stout, substan- 
th 


cloth. 
Late in the afternoon we arrived at San 
Luis Potosi, a large city truly Mexican and 
presenting many interesting points.  Dolo- 
res Hidalgo, named in honor of the patriot 
Hidalgo, is passed, and We turn in our 
berths for a night’s rest. As we are as- 
cending the mountain, having passed over 
a plain of 327 miles from Saltillo dyging 
the whole day, many other things of minor 
interest are seen. ‘There was something 
to interest us every few minutes. Now a 
typical Mexican family at the door of their 
little hut, the father squatted on one side 
of the door with his bright shawl thrown 
over his head, the mother in her scant dress 
in the door sitting on the ground combing 
her long black hair. In front a small child 
with a baby strapped on its back, and the 
patient little burro lazily leaming against 
the adobe; the ever present lean pig tied by 
one of its legs, and sometimes a poor turkey 
fastened with a string. Occasionally we 
pass sand mounds with holes in the center 
the home of the prairie dog; hundreds an 
hundreds of these little fellows playing 
around their burrows in the villages, also 
the home of the rattlesrake. Droves of bur- 
ros with their heavy packs—produce, wheat, 
lumber, coal, in fact, everything to be car- 
ried. Now and then we see a family mov- 
ing, the poor little burro carrying all the fur- 
niture and two.or three of the children that 
could not walk, od Satter tg mothey 
trudging behin arge packs on their 
heads and backs. All tons the day I 
saw funnel-shaped clouds of sand carried 
along by the whirlwinds, which are very 
common in this country. 
We take breakfast at Flor de Maria. 
After breakfast we passed through a 
country particularly interesting. At one 
time high up on a cliff; with huge masses 
still above us, now in rich valleys covered 
with green corn and sugar cane, now large 
fields of corn, now vast fields of the 
maguey plant, now crossing the Lerma, 
the longest river in Mexico. Now through 
a field cultivated by the Mexican with his 
one-handled plow, drawn by a yoke of 
small oxen, driven by the native with his 
long goadin his other hand. Now haciendas 
as large as some of the small pe aay with 
luxuriant groves around them. s is one 
of the richest countries in Mexico. We 
went past the beautiful city of Toluco, the 
capital of the state of Mexico, around the 
foothills of the volcano, Toluco, whose 
snow-capped summit can always be seen— 
a beautiful and refreshing view this warm 
day. A road through here, running paral- 
lel to the track, is nearly always crowded

ME. TURNER GOLDSMITH. , 

Mr. Turner Goldsmith’s life was a most 
remarkable one in many respects. His par- 
ents, William Goldsmith and wife (formerly 
Elizabeth Roundtree), removed from Virginia 
to South Carolina at the close of the revolu- 
tionary war, in which war he was a soldier 
with Generals Green and Gates, and partici- 
pated in the important battles in South Car- 
olina and Georgia. Turner Goldsmith was 
born fm Greenville, 8. C., September 28, 1802, 
in the infancy of this republic and received 
from his father’s lips facts concerning the 
war and the early life of our country. He 
has lived under the administration of all the 
presidents of the United States except Wash- 
ington and John Adams. 

Born while Thomas Jefferson was president, 
he has alwf&ys revered him as the embod- 
iment of all that was pure and good in pol- 
itics. Intensely patriotic, he always took 
an active part in public affairs, having voted 
in all national elections since 1823, when 

attained his majority. Though an active 
partisan in politics he would never accept 
office, except in the military service. 

His native state, where he resided until 
1848, prided herrelf on her military spirit and 
splendid soldiers, whether in war or peace. 
In the days of nullification, away back in the 
thirties, South Carolina had perhaps the fin- 
est military organization of any estate in the 
union, and had perhaps a better army than the 
United States. At this time all ‘persons of 
military age were enrolled in the militia, and 
were required to drill regularly at the desig- 
nated muster. grounds. Mr. Goldsmith was 
for a long while colonel of one of these reg- 
iments, which he ever after referred to with 
pleasure. 

He joined the Baptist church in 1834 and 
has ever since continued a most active mem- 
ber and zealous Christian. His life has been 
one-of the purest and most consistent. <A Close 
student of the Bible and Christian literature 
all hts life, he profited thereby, and the world 
has been benefited by his having lived in it. 

He has from his boyhood until recently 
engaged actively in business, merchandising 
in Greenville in the twenties, in Hamburg 
from 1831 to 1811 and in Charleston from 
1846 to 1848, when he removed to his planta- 
tion in Cass, now Bartow county, 
and resided there until 1863, when 
he removed to Atlanta, which has been 
the war, when he refugeed before Sherman's 
army. 

He had accumulated wealth, consisting 
largely of negro property, which was swept 
away by the war. 

He was the father of ten children, Dr. W. 
T. Goldsmith, Mrs. Lewis Tumlia, of Bartow 
county; Mrs. George J. Howrd, of Auggsta; 
J. H. Goldsmith, W. L. Goldsmith, J. M. 
Goldsmith, J. W. Goldsmith, Paul Goldsmith, 
who died in 1869, and two other children 
who died in infancy. There are living forty- 
two granddhidren and forty-three’ great- 
grandchildren. 

He has lived out almost all of the nineteenth 
century, the most wonderful period of the 
world’s history. He has often remarked that 
the rapid strides taken in the arts and sciences 
in his time had enabled him to live longer 
and see more than he would had he lived 
for a period of many centuries before. His 
six sons were all in the confederate army. 
With them he spent much of his time at the 
front, administrating to the wants of the sick 
and wounded soldiers.

It is something to live a long life and 
watch the changes of matters and things 
in general. 

Last week I watched the sand wagons, 
as they’ went and came from out of At 
lanta, and it put me to studying of what a 
fight it is to live and of how everything is 
so waringly fitted in the regulations of 
nature. . 

These sand wagons-are moving in and 
out on every road leading from the city— 
like ants they seem, so industrious. The 
teamsters know how to wind with every 
hill and find‘ the flats of sand and gravel 
washed and purified by the rains and 
thumps and tumbles on its way down from 
the hilltops. For years upon years these 
little grains of earth have been moving 
down from off the hills about Atlanta. 
Every rain that-has fallen has been beat- 
ing it and tumbling it to carry it down, 
down, down! At the very bottom it has 
been left to rest by the elements, buried, 
as it were, grain by grain. How long some 
of it has. slept in these low beds no one 
can say, but it was little thought, I think, 
that it would ever find its way back to 
the hilltops from where it was driven. But 
so it ig; made clean and white by the 
buffets of nature, its sparkle has caught 
the eye of the nee and it is lifted 
from its low place in valley and car- 
ried back again. . 

The hand of progress helped the elements 
to beat and tumble this sand from the high 
places, and now the needs of progress car- 
ries it back. It will glisten and shine in 
the city’s fashion for a while, not long, for 
at once the battle begins to carry it down 
again. Time and again it may go down 
and be returned; now a thing of beauty on 
frescoed walls, now a winding walk in 
flowery beds, but at last and all the time 
its sweetest rest is found in lowést places.

Many and many a time have-I felt dis- 
couraged at the prospects before me to 
find at last that everything was regulated 
by a balancing power that brought matters 
ail right.

I 
know and grieve that we have lost the 
bread that was given us by these old 
wheels, but I see now a prospect of these 
water powers ean 2 valuable again, as 
they were before. its turn steam is 
being crowded out by the electric power, 
and in talking to electricians they 
assure me that these shoals along 
the creeks and rivers will be used to 
create the electricity that shall run all the 
machinery of the world. One of these elec- 
tricians remarked to me that there was 
enough water power at Howell’s mills to 
run every light and all the street cars and 
machinery of Atlanta. : 

This is encouraging to me, for I do hate 
a little old squealing engine, and besides it 
will balance matters: up. The ‘lossage that 
owners of these water powers sustained wi 
be repaired, the shoals will be valuable 
again, and we can all throw up our hats on 
the faith that a great providence has its eye 
- on the inroads of progress and will direct 
matters so as to balance all round after a 
while. This notion tickles me I ence 
thought that progress‘had us, but I am now 
convinced that the Lord is watching things 
and that as time and progress wears an 
tears there is something to repair and keep 
the equilibrium. ae 

How kindly does the watchfulness of 
providence show up in the doing away of 
distance that this electricity is bound to 
bring about. 

It uster grieve me to think of the heat‘and 
dust and thirst of the poor city folks. Rents 
were becoming ruinous and the poor were 
panting like lizards in the crowded tena- 
ments. This will not be so now. Distance 
is a thing of the past, and the children. of 
poverty will play in the shades of the wild 
woods and pluck the flowers from along the 
cooling streams. May it not be that prog- 
ress has progressed too far and that its own 
sweeping greed will scatter values from 
stagnant concentration and balance things 
all round and round?) 


In this matter of balancing up family re- 
lations play a part, and it is a part, too, 
that should impress us all with the foolish- 
ness of getting puffed up in our own con- 


ceit. 
I could go back - mg. my life and count 
family after family whose fortunes have 
changed—prestiges lost and restiges 
ained. here are a generation of “high- 
yers,” here a poverty-stricken ' set—the 
oor of one generation, the rich of the next. 
his seems the natural thing to me since I 
begun to study about it. Wealth begets 
extravagance and often arrogance. Poor 
folks, from necessity, must study and prac- 
tice economy, and to the humble, industrious 
and economical must be gathered wealth. 
Brown’s grandchildren may laugh at the 
Wanderbilt’s for their poverty-stricken con- 
dition some day; who knows? This is what 
keeps the balance and should impress us 
all that it’s not what we uster be that 
counts—it’s what we are right now—and 
you never know what a man’s going to be 
till he dies.

CRUSHED TO DEATH, 


Eleven Lives Lost by an Accident on the 
Pennsylvania Railroad. 

Harrisburg, Pa., June 25.—The western 
express on the Pennsylvania railroad, leay- 
ing New York at 6:30 o’clock p. m. and 
Philadelphia at 9:20 o’clock, is due in Har- 
risburg at 12:15 o’clock a.m. This morn- 
ing, however, it was several minutes late 
leaving Philadelphia and had not made up 
lost time when it reached here. It was 
made up of one baggage car, one express 
car, three day coaches and the private car 
of George Westinghouse, the Pittsburg in- 
ventor of the airbrake. Robert Pitcairn, 
of Pittsburg, was also with the Westing- 
house party. As the train rolled into Har- 
risburg it was stopped a few minutes at 
Dock street east of the station to allow 
some shifting in the yards, a flagman be- 
ing sent back to signal the second section, 
which was following close behind: He was 
soon called in and the train had but started 
when the second section dashed around a 
sharp curve a few yards away. 

Then came horriblé grinding and crush- 
ing sounds and immediately after the 
groans and shrieks of injured and dying 
passengers. It was an awful moment and 
the wonder is that so many escaped from 
the terrible wreck. It was but a few min- 
utes until the industrial establishments in 
South Harrisburg supplied an army of will- 
ing men who did all in their power to res- 
cue the imprisoned men, women and chil- 
dren and alleviate their sufferings.

Berlin, June 25.—(Copyright, 1892, by f 


the New York Associated Press.)—Inter- 
views between Signor Brin, Italian min- 
ister of foreign affairs, Chancellor von 
Caprivi and the emperor resulted in the 
promise of German support for Italian 
fiances on the condition that the Italian 
army and navy be sustained at their 
present strength. King Humbert pro- 
posed a large reduction in the army— 
reported to be as much as 50,000 men— 
pleading absolute financial necessity for 
such reduction. The emperor succeeded 
in persuading him against making any 
reduction, mainly through pledging the 
assistance of leading banks of Germany 
in an operation for the purchase of exist- 
ing Italian bonds and also if required, 
pledging’ the assistance of a syndicate to 
take the new Italian loan. A German 
banking syndicate has long been silently, 
but potently operating to distribute 
throughout Germany large amounts of 
Italian loans. The operations have been 
fostered by secret prompting from the for- 
eign office, which seems to regard the 
absorption of Italian bonds as a subsidy 
to @ needy ally. The prospect of a per- 
manent alliance as the &trongest factor 
towards obtaining more money for Italy 
was referred to in the interview. In an 
interview which Signor Brin, according to 
a number of journals, prior to starting 
on his return to Rome yesterday, he said 
that he could foresee nothing that was 
likely for a long time to disturb the pacific 
relations of European powers. When 
asked whether it was true that the czar 
had invited Emperor Francis 
Joseph to a conference at 
Skierntwice on the Spala, Signor 
Brin cautiously admitted that he had 
heard something concerning the subject, 
adding that the arrangements were still 
a matter of reserve. He hoped, however, 
that if the conference occurred between 
the czar and emperor the best results” 
‘would follow. 

Signor Brin declined to say anything 
as to the financial position of Italy except 
that the new Italian ministry would be 
strengthened by the friendly attitude of 
the German government. 

According to the foreign office here, 
Italy will be financially strong if she gets 
time to arrange her affairs. The empe- 
ror’s resolution to maintain the credit of 
Italy for the sake of the triple alliance 
constitutes the leading element towards 
restoring financial order. 

The king and queen of Italy and their 
party arrived at Frankfort-on-the-Main 
today. The Thirteenth Hussars, of 
which regiment King Humbert it an hon- 


‘erary colonel, were mustered at the sta 


tion to receive him. King Humbert plac- 
ed himself at the head of the regiment 
and marched to Bockonheim barracks, 
where he took lunch with the officers. 
Queen Margherita proceeded to Homburg 
for the purpose of congratulating Empe- 
ress Frederick upon the betrothal of her 
daughter, Princess Margaret to Prince 
Frederick Charles, eldest son of Land- 
grave of Hesse. Court circles here 
view the match as not a great catch for 
the princess. It is purely a love affair. 
The prince did his courting quietly while 
staying with his mother at Frankfort. 
He used to run over to Empress Freder- 
ick’s residence at Homburg and managed 
his courtship so adroitly and secretly that 
he surprised Empress Frederick when he 
made his declaration asking her daughter 
in marriage. The prince has a meager 
income, but Empress Frederick, who 
heartily concurs,in the match, will give a 
substantial dower to the pair. 

At a banquet given at Rathhaus all 
the guests brimmed over with enthusiasm. 
Prince Bismark in expressing his thanks 
for the reception given him said he hoped 
that peace would continue to be assured 
the empire by existing alliances, a matter 
which was of special import in connection 
with the security of the Bavarian frontier.

THE FRENCH. JEWS ARE MAD, 


Because of Numerous Anti-Semitic Demon- 
strations Which Have Taken Place. 

Paris, June 25.—The marquis de Mores 
has been arrested on the charge of causing 
the death of Captain Mayer, whom he killed 
in a duel. 

The funeral of the unfortunate duelist 
has been fixed for Sunday next. It promises 
to be an imposing affair. The death of 
Captain Mayer, at the hands of the mar- 
quis de Mores, in defense of the rights of 
the Jews in France, and as a result of the 
anti-Semitic warfare which is being waged 
in this country, has created great excite 
ment among the Jews here, and has aroused 
them to a high pitch of indignation at the 
untimely taking off of their champion. 

It is feared that the Jewish residents of 
this city and suburbs will engage in a dem- 
onstration on the occasion of the funeral of 
Mayer. The authorities apprehend trouble 
in the event of the Jews making any mani- 
festations, and are accordingly taking all 
necessary precautions to prevent any con- 
flicts on Sunday. : 

{t is reported that the Jewish officers in 
the French army intend to avenge the death 
of Captain Mayer, and that a series of duels 
arising from the affair is imminent. The 
newspapers, in their editorial comments in 
reference to the duel, almost unanimously 
regret the death of Captain Mayer.-~. They 
censure the polemic which led to the tragic 
event, and. say they trust that the emotions 
excited by the fatal outcome of the duel 
may arrest attempts which are being made 
to revive religious quarrels in this country. 
The whole Jewish colony of Paris have sent 
messages of profound condolence to the 
family of Captain Mayer, and have ex- 
pressed to the bereaved relatives their lively 
apprecination of the virtues of the dead man, 
and their deep sorrow at the loss of their 
valiant co-religionist. 


A MILITARY SCANDAL. 


An Attache of the American Legation in 
France Involved in It. 


Paris, June 25.—A naval. departmeric 
clerk named Grenier, was arrested yester- 
day charged with conveying documents rel- 
ative to the French defenses to Germany and 
Italy. He declares that Captain Henry D. 
Borup, of the ordnance department of the 
United States army, who is a military at- 
tache of the American legation here, bought 
plans of the defenses and communicated 
them to Germany and Italy. T. Jefferson 
Coolidge, American minister, has written 
a formal letter to Borup in regard to the 
charge made. Grenier was some time ago 
suspected of espionage in favor of Germany 
and Italy. It is alleged that the documents 
entrusted to him were greatly delayed be- 
fore they arrived at their destination. So 
strong did the suspicions of officials become 
that Admiral Gervais ordered that Grenier 
be closely watched. Detectives who were 
detailed to shadow him ascertained that he 
frequently visited Captain Borup’s ‘house 
on Avenue Morceau, where, the officers de- 
clare, the official documents in possession of 
Grenier were photographed and then re 
turned to Grenier. 


ALICE WHITE FOUND GUILTY. 


A Woman Who Deserves All the Punish- 
ment She Can Get. 

Savannah, Ga., June _25.—(Special.)— 
Alice White was found guilty today of ab- 
duction. She was es in the sen- 
sational kidnaping of Ella Holmes, a thir- 
teen-year-old white girl, for immoral pur- 
poses. Ella, it will be remembered, was 
concealed in a trunk while the detectives 
were searching for her, and was. subse- 
quently put through a bogus marriage cere- 
mony with Percy Sibly, and then taken into 
the country. Alice ite, although but 
nineteen years old, is regarded as one of 
the toughest and most abandoned white 
women in Savannah. It is believed she will 
get the full penalty of the law—seven years 
in the grog iary.

' The national convention of Afro-Amer- 
icans in Chicago, last week, not only con- 
gratulated Grover Cleveland upon his 
nomination, but adopted a platform which 
promises more for the advancement of 
the colored people than any step yet taken 
by them. P 

These sensible colored men say in their 
platform that the greatest hope of pros- 
perity for their race lies in the triumph 
of the principles of the democratic party, 
and that it is to the interest of the 
colored voters to divide and not vote en 
masse with either party. The point is 
made that a force bill would cause a fric- 
tion between the races that would result 
In shedding African blood and renew the 
conditions existing under Grant’s admin- 
istration when the presence of federal 
bayonets in the south caused so many 
bloody conflicts. Here are two significant 
planks: 

The democratic party is the poor man’s 
party; it is the party of the Iaborer. Afro- 
Americans comprise the great laboring mass 
of the United States. We are consumers. 
We have no place in the protected industries, 
a condition which obtains because of an un- 
0 enaeagrne~ Ad and Peay northern prefu- 
ties ‘of industral ian : 

It has been the policy of the republican party

Georgia, was asked what he thought of 
the result of the Chicago convention, he 
said: “It just suits us. It means a break 
in the solid south to the people’s party. 
The platform is a straddle from beginning 
to end. The tariff plank for reform is 
left to the interpretation of each indi- 
vidual. The silver plank means nothing.” 

Mr. Watson is mistaken. The plat 
form is not “a straddle from beginning 
to end.” We do not propose at this time 
to discuss either the tariff or the silver 
planks; we shall leave them out of. the 
question altogether. There is another 
plank more important to the farmers and 
all the people of the south than either of 
these—a plank that sets forth in clear, 


the fundamental principles of democracy. 
Neither tariff nor free coinage is an ele 
mental issue. If the tariff were wiped 
out—if silver were restored to its old 
place—the democratic party would still 
‘exist; its mission would still be 
incomplete. Remembering this fact, 
the democratic convention at 
Chicago made the following deliverance 
which we commend to the attention and 
the understanding of all those in the south 
who have conceived the notion that they 


can find comfort and relief in some other 
party: 

We solemnly declare that the need of a re- 
turn to the fundamental principles of free pop- 
ular government, based on home rule and indi- 
vidual liberty, was never more urgent than 
now, when the tendency to centralize all pow- 
er at the federal capital has become a menace 
to the reserved rights of the states that 
strikes at the very roots of our government 
and the constitution as framed by the fathers 
of the republic. 

We warn the people of our common country, 
jealous for the preservation of their free insti- 
tutions, that the policy of the federal control 
of elections to which the republican party has 
committed itself is fraught with gravest dan- 
gers, scarcely less momentous than would re- 
sult from a revolution practically establishing 
monarchy on the ruins of the republic. It 
strikes at the north as well as the south, and 
injures the colored citizen even more than the 
white. It means a horde of deputy marshals 
at every polling place, armed with federal 
power, returning boards, appointed and con- 
~ by federal authority, the outrage of 
the electoral rights of the people in the several

A man may go through life as 
a laborer and yet be respected and self- 
respecting, living comfortably, and enjoy- 
ing existence from first to last. 

We believe that it would be wise to 
éounteract in some measure the growth 
of great fortunes by a graduated income 
tax, or a tax on inheritances, but we have 
no sympathy with this idle whimpering 
about the wide chasm between the rich 
and the poor.

Cumberland Parties Forming. 
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Corporations, 
HOW THEY LOST THEIR OREDIT. 


More Than Half of Georgia’s Mileage Is 
in the Hands of HReceivers—Other . 
Matters of Interest. 


The alarm bells ring at night, we go out, 
join the throng in the Street, and look with 


complacent interest upon the flames as they | 


eat up in wild conflagration the stores, fac 
tories nd homes of some one else. : 

There is more than a fascinating interest 
for the moment, for it is a grandly magnifi- 
cent spectacle. Passing there the next day 
we shudder at the ugly black and smoking 
ruins. : 

And this morning as we stop to glance at 
the mass of financial debris into which the 
great railroad corporations have been tumb- 
ling these last few weeks, a cold chill runs 
down the back. Indeed, it is a picture to 
give some of those who are responsible for 
it congestive chills, 

No one will dispute the fact that it has 
been interesting to watch the immense prop- 
erties tottering to their fall. 

But the mountain of ruins is lamentable 
to contemplate. | : 

To some sections of the country this is 
not novel, but it is to the south. And it 
certainly is to Georgia. Large railroad cor- 
porations have been forced into bankruptcy 
singly, but never before have they followed 
headlong, one upon the other, as of late. 
Within the last four months the three lar- 
gest systems penetrating the state, the Cen- 
tral, the Richmond and Danville and the 
East Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia have 
been taken by the federal courts to be ad- 
ministered upon. 

Remembering real or fancied grievances, 
we who call ourselves the public, may have 
felt some gratification at the misfortunes 
of the corporations. 

However, it is a great mistake to imagine 
that what railroads lose the people gain. 
Suppose that individual owners of railway 
bonds and stocks are rich and that the man- 
agements have been selfish and never shown 
merey, simple justice requires that there 
should be a fair return for the invested cap- 
ital, if there is sufficient traffic to produce 
necessary net earnings through charging rea- 
sonable rates. When railroads are unprof- 
itable the people feel it keenly. The se 
curities are widely scattered and when 
their value is depreciated or destroyed, the 
small holder suffers more than the large 
investor. Again, the service which the 
roads furnish grows worse. When a com- 
pany is not able to buy new rails with which 
to supplant old light ones, the running time 
has to be reduced. The president says that 
the company has to economize, and trains 
are taken off, men are discharged at the 
shops and along the line, and pay is irregular 
and uncertain. Georgia is experiencing 
the bad effects so seriously that it is unnec- 
essary to do more than to refer to them. 

Under favorable conditions, retrench- 
@hent need not be carried so far as at other 
times. A _ railroad company which has 
good credit can make loans and tide over 
hard.times without marked distress. And 
it would be a happy state of affairs if the 
railroads of Georgia had strong credit. 

Why is it they have not? and what are 
the causes .contributing to this fate which | 


| has oyertaken more than half the railroad 


mileage in the state? 

- vie the answer to the last que 
will also explain the first. 

The raHroads have sinned and they have 
been sinned against. The managements 
of the companies are neither altogether 
guiltless nor wholly to blame. They have 
bulldozed the public and treated it in an 
arbitrary manner. The people retaliated 
and laid many a heavy load on the Sor. 
porations. The rate making policy of “all 
it will bear’ has had a good deal to do 
with an adverse public sentiment. Atlan- 
ta has had cause to complain there. Sa- 
vyannah long declared that she was bottled 
up. Americus had tle same complaint. 
It was loud and bitter and led to the or- 
ganization of the state railroad commission. 
Directors got certain advantages in the 
matter of rates. Dividends were passed, 
stock was run down and bought in by the 
management, then a heavy dividend was 
declared and the stock went up again. Large 
roads squeezed the little ones. Depot or 
terminal facilities were denied this road 
and that because they were competitors. 
The patrons were inconvenienced and were 
not particular in placing the blame. Dis- 
criminations amounted to hardships. 

The indictment of the people against the 
corporations contains mhkny counts. 

The people used fire in their fight. They 
instituted a state railroad commission to 
regulate rates and the corporations were 
hard hit. It is estimated that the inter- 
state commerce commission causes a di- 
rect loss of $50,000,000 a year in revenue 
to the railroads of the country. In pro 
portion to Georgia’s mileage ‘her share of 
the loss would be a million and a half dol- 
lars a year. If the interstate commerce 
commission cuts the revenues of the state’s 
roads down by that amount, the state com- 
mission must cut down the earnings by 
quite as much—probably twice as much. 

But this has not been the hardest blow 
‘to the roads by any means. Far more dis- 
astrous has been the hostile legislation of 
the last six years. Ostensibly it was in- 
tended to prevent consolidation. Year af- 
ter year antagonistic measures were 
pressed before the general assembly with 
the avowed purpose of breaking up exist- 
ing systems, As the agitation was kept up, 
the market values of securities went down. 
Georgia came to be looked upon in the 
money centers as hostile to railroads, and 
the time came when bonds could not be 
floated except at considerable sacrifice. 

Here and there over the state are com- 
panies which are endeavoring to build 
short lines through new territory. Every 
committee which goes to New York to 
negotiate Icons comes back with the same 
story: “The capitalists there tell us that 
they are afraid to invest in Georgia rail- 
roads. The men who are responsible for 
the anti-railroad legislation have made the 
moneyed men afraid of our state, and 
they have done Georgia more injury than 
they can retrieve in all the rest of their 
matural lives. We explained that these 
agitators simply wanted to go to congress 
and that public sentiment would react, but 
the financial men prefer to wait for the 
reaction to come.” 


That is the substance of the explanations | 


which have been given over and over of 
late, and there is in large part the ex- 
lanation of the railroads’ woes today. It 
s gloomy, but there is a lesson in it. 
Som 1 needs to be done. Texas, lowa 
and Kansas are classed as hostile states 
and railroad building has ceased in them’ 
And not only has railroad construction 
ceased, but capital is not seeking invest- 
ment in any important enterprises in those 
states. wants to avoid being 
classeds> with them. With the proper 
powers, the state railroad commission can 
protect the public and at the same time 
pont Peg a srg g to collect such rea-

are two lists. One shows approxi- 
mately the roads and the mileage. wi 
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The mileage unaccounted for can very 
well be evenly divided, and it would make 
the totals about two thousand six hundred 
miles in receivers’ hands and 2,000 free. 
This does not include 500 miles of saw- 
mill roads. The invested capital stands 
about like according to a conserva- 
tive estimate: In the hands of receivers, 
$52,000,000; free, $40,000,000. 

Reorganization is generally slow. The 
operation of administering a4 railroad’s es- 
tate is tedious and painful to the bond and 
stockholders. It is generally thought that 
the Richmond and Danville and the East 
Tennessee will be pulled out of their pres- 
ent embarrassment by Drexel, Morgan & 
Co. without unnecessary delay. If that comes 
to pass it will brighten the situation very 
much, and will help the smaller lines which 
are trying to get on their feet. A reac- 
tion of public opinion has set in and it needs

General Thomas Says That He Had to Get a 
Receiver. 


New York, June 25.—Regarding the appoint- 
ment of Charles M. McGhee and Henry Fink 
receivers of the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia Railway Company, General Thomas 
made the following statement today: ‘“rhe 
complication of the Richmond Terminal’s 
affairs made it necessary for a receiver to 
be appointed for our property, so as to pre- 


vent the financial afiairs of the company , 


from becoming so embarrassed as to unneces- 
sarily injure the poopy and securities. The 
bankruptcy of the Richmond Terminal com- 
any, which owned a large portion of the 
ast Tennessee company, prevented any ap- 
peal to the stockholders for support or di- 
rection at this time. Innumerable changes in 
the management during the past six months, 
destroyed the efficiency of the management 
and clouded the credit of the company to such 
an extent as to make it absolutely necessary 
to secure for the time stability and confidence. 
under the protection of. the courts, The East 
Tennessee property is sound, ond aside from 
the adjustment of some of the later issues 
of bonds which are mainly held by friends 
of the company with whom some arrange- 
ments can be made, needs no reorganization. 
I believe I am the largest individual holder of 
all issues of bonds of the company, and also 
represent the floating debt that has accumu- 
lated during the past year. Sufficient means 
fire at see. | to pay the accruing interest on 
all classes of bonds and the court will be 
required to authorize such payment.”’

Crowded with Spectators, 

Tt was estimated that as many as two or 
three thousand people were present, and 
that the aisles and passage ways were com- 
pidtely choked. The windows were full 
and the platform around the judges’ seat 
was thickly crowded with spectators. It 
required every. bailiff in the courtroom 
to manage the crowd and to keep them 
away from the jury and even then the jury 
box was completely surrounded by the eager 
populace.
